Thomas M. Creen, iiued 07, author, editor 
«Bd historian, died at his burnt) in Danville of 
jwato diabetee at an early bear Tkaraday ev*> 
aing. 

He was Editor of The Eranklin Commonwealth 
from 1857 to 1860, after which be became 
Bdhorof TbeMayaviUeKaglefrom 1889 to 1872. 
moving to Danville 181)3, where he had 
4inee reoidei and been connected witk the 
United 8Utee Revaaae Servioe for the paet 
«ieven yean. 

He was a member of the famous Center Col- 
lege claM of 1856 in which W. C. i'. Ureckin- 
ridge, Joha Yoang Brown, Tbomas T. Critten- 
den, Thomas L. Morrow, Boyd Winchester and 
others graduated. 

He waa the author of "The Spaniah Conspir- 
^Msy," a book whieh created widespread atten- 
tioa throvghont the country; the history of 
thi Marshall family and several other important 
pnblieations, and for yean had beea a widely 
teewn newspaper oorreapoadent. 

About fifteen years ago he wrote a series of 
Articles in The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
regardlag an aUened politieal ring in Aadanon 
«oan^. As a result of these articles be wu 
attacked on the streets of Lexington by Senator 
L«w baldwin of Jesaamine county, and in the 
«gbt whieh emmad Baldwin waa killad. 

The fight was on the occa.sion of the unveil- 
ing of the John C. Breckinridge monument on 
Cheapsida, Lexington. 

Saaator J. C. 8. Biaekbam was the orator of 
the day, and had jnat finishod his eulogy when 
the report of revolvers was heard in front of 
tke PbMix HolaL Whea the laige erowd bad 
been dispersed by the pelice Senator Baldwin 
lay dead on the street, shot through the heart 

Coleael Greea was unhurt, but Colonel W. H. 
Pelfc,wbe athlhi ta pnvoat tha Ifht, wu 
shot throogb the band. Colonel Green was ae- 
qaitted oa the plea ef aelf-defeasa.
